1 . Claims 1 -4, 6 and 8-1 7 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 5 and 7, directed to the process of 
making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 .1 04. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 29 January 2009 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any 
claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes 
all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over 
the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 
1215,1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 .

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 09 December 201 0 has 
been considered by the examiner. See initialed and signed PTO-1449. 



Withdrawal of Previous Objections/Rejections 
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3. The rejection of claims 1 -4 and 6 under 35 USC 1 01 is hereby withdrawn in view 
of the amendments to claims. Specifically, naturally occurring collagen does not contain 
a peptide trimer comprised of peptides of the exact same length which are tethered to 
one another which form triple helices and single or double stranded regions which are 
longer than the triple helix length (see Figure 2 for a pictorial representation). 

4. Likewise, the rejection of claims 1 , 2, 4 and 6 under 35 USC 1 02(b) as 
anticipated by Barth et al. do not teach a peptide trimer comprised of peptides of the 
exact same length which are tethered to one another which form triple helices and 
single or double stranded regions which are longer than the triple helix length. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are drawn to a synthetic peptide trimer comprising three peptides of the same chain 
length, wherein said peptides have the repeating unit of -(-Gly-X-Y-)- as the 
fundamental structure and X and Y represent any amino acid residue and wherein said 
peptides are each tethered to one another such that they are shifted relative to one 
another in the backbone direction, and wherein the peptide trimer has a single-stranded 
region or a double-stranded region which is longer than a triple-stranded region. The 
closest prior art is deemed Ottl et al. (cited on previous PTO-892) wherein the same sort 
of peptide triple helix is taught (e.g. comprised of Gly-X-Y- peptides and cysteine 
residues tethering the peptides to each other), however, said triple helix formation is 
only achieved by having peptides of varying lengths, e.g. not of the same length. 
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Furthermore, there is no suggestion or teaching of how to achieve triple helix without 
varying the lengths. Thus, claims 1-17 are deemed both novel and non-obvious and 
are allowed.
